PARIS, Aug 13.—The Roumanians 
won another victory in their clash 
with the peace conference today when 
the council of five sent instructions 
to the interallied commission of gen- 
‘erals at Budapest, including Gen. Band- 
holtz of the U. S., not to issué any mili- 
tary orders to the Roumanians, but 
merely to make recommendations and 
investigate the situation there and send 
a report to Paris. The Roumanian 
general, commanding in Budapest, 
previously had refused to recognize 
any authority from the interallied gen- 
erals, stating they no credentials 
and no right to give orders to the 
Roumanian army. The generals will 
not order the Roumanians to withdraw 
from Budapest when order is restored, 
but will recommend that the peace 


conference order the: withdrawal. 


Roumanian Chief Chesty. 

The action of the peace conference 
is believed to be the direct result of a 
communication from Budapest quoting 
Constantine Diamandy, Roumanian 
High commissioner at Budapest, as re- 
fusing .to consider instructions from 
the military mission as orders. 

The orders which M. Diamandy re- 
fused to, accept, it is learned, were 
based on instructions from the peace 
conference to the military commission 
ordering it to carry out the disarma- 
ment of the Hungarians according to 
the terms of the November armistice. 


French Charge Denied. 

A French foreign office official this 
afternoon declared to American and 
British correspondents that the Amer- 
lean peace commission had changed its 
policy regarding Roumanian occupa- 
tion of Budapest. The American com- 
mission this evening made an official 
denial that its position had changed 
regarding Hungarian-Roumanian af- 
fairs and further that the American 
commission was fully capable of giving 
out news regarding its affairs. 

The American commissioner charged 
the French press with blindly carrying 
om propaganda favoring the Rouma- 
nian occupation of Budapest in viola- 
stion of orders despite the fact that if 
the Roumanians prove the peace con- 
ference is powerless, the Germans will 
leap at the suggestion and refuse to

and France will lose its reparations. 
Danger Realized by French.

MESSENGER BOYS 
AND $223,000 IN 


New York; Aug. 13.—Liberty. bonds 
valued at $223,000 were stolen yester- 
day from two brokerage firms in the 
financial district here, it was learned 
at police headquarters late today. The 
stolen bonds in each instance had 
been intrusted to messengers who have 
disappeared. 

Richard Whitney & Co. were the 
victims of the larger theft. They dis- 
, patched a messenger with $178,000 
worth of bonds to the offices of Kidder, 
Peabody & Co., brokers, across the 
street from the Whitney offices. 

Messenger Boy Vanishes. 

The bonds consisted mostly of Victory 
notes, although among them were 
some, of the earlier issues. The mes- 
senger, a boy, did not deliver the bonds 
and the police are searching for him. 

The other theft was from Simmons 
& Slade, whose loss totaled $45,000 in 
Liberty bonds of the second issue. They 
were stolen under circumstances simi- 
lar to those under which the bonds of 
Whitney & Co. were taken. 


Holdup Foiled in Capital. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—A 
holdup man who gave his name as 
John E. Fetzer of Defiance, O., entered 
the banking room of the Munsey Trust 
company, in the heart of the uptown 
business section, pointed two pistols 
a teller, demanded $150, and then, 
after firing one shot at a clerk, shot 
himself in the jaw.

Frank Rudolph of Chicago, guard at 
the plant. Rudolph, shot by a sniper, 
is expected to die. 

Attack Automobile Party. 

The shooting of the two Sommers 
boys was the result of an attack while 
they were leaving the plant in an auto- 
mobile tonight. They were hit by buck- 
shot fired from a shotgun in the hands 
of some one concealed beside the road. 
The occupants of the car were: Edwin 
Sommer, twin brother of Alvin; W. G. 
Hume, assistant sales manager; Fred 
J. Schlatter, auditor; Henry Sommer, 


chemist; State Representative Charles 


W. Laporte, assistant to the president; 
John Sommer, and Reuben Sommer. 
Mr. Laporte issued this statement: , 

“We drove out of the back gate of 
the plant. We stopped to remove log 
obstructions, which had been placed in 
the road. Every one could see that we 
were not strike breakers. As we start- 
ed again snipers concealed in the 
bushes opened fire.”’ 

Fifty Shots Are Fired. 

The fighting began early. this morn- 
ing when more than fifty shots were 
fired in one clash. This came when 


three truck loads of strikebreakers 
were taken into the plant. The first 
shots were fired by a special deputy, 
one of a force of twenty-five armed 
men under the direction of Sheriff 
Hines. The deputy is reported to have 
fired nine shots before an answering 
volley was returned by the strikers. 

When the three large trucks thun- 
dered up to the gates of the plant, 
Sheriff Hines and his deputies dis- 
mounted to remove obstructions piled 
by the strikers and the mob of more 
than 1,000 men and women surged for- 
ward. ‘ 

As the mob followed the machines to 
the gate a fire hose was turned on 
them. Under screen of the water ‘the! 
strikebreakers were taken off the’ 
trucks and into the plant. Then one 
of the deputy sheriffs opened fire and 
the battle was begun. 


Woman Bystander Shot. 

Another serious outbreak came in 
the afternoon when a woman passerby 
was wounded by a stray bullet from 
an alleged sniper. There was another 
lull until this evening, when the strike- 
breakers started to leave, but were 
driven. back into the plant. 
Since that time there has been con- 
siderable firing on the plant from the 
ide. The plant is situated in a 
gu surrounded by hills. There are 
in possession of the strikers. 
Firing was kept up during the eve- 
ning- Numerous minor encounters be 
twéén officers and strikers were re- 
ported. Two or three sirikeis were 
slightly wounded by shots. 
Late last night it was reported that 
three severe blasts occurred with'n the 
Keystone Steel and Wire plant. The 
blasts were heard for severa) miles. 
Union officials said they had no knowl 
edge of the explosion or the cause. 
Previous to these explosions State 
Representative Charles W. Laporte,

HERE'S HOW YOU 
CAN BUY UNCLE 
SAM’S ARMY FOOD 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 13.— 
[Special.}—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson today made pub- 
lic the program under which 

the postoffices will act in distributing 

surpus army foodstuffs by parcel post. 

beginning Aug. 18. 

In his order to postmasters the post- 
master general gives instructions as 
to how the orders are to be taken from 
customers, the foodstuffs requisitioned 
from the army stations and then dis- 
tributed to purchasers. 
“The prices quoted in the list are 
the unit costs to the consumer,” he 
said, “to which must be added parcel 
post. 
“The exact cost of each item to the 
consumer can be determined by thé 
postmaster by adding to the price per 
can or parcel, the proper amount for 
parcel post charges. 
“For instance, an office located in 
the first or second zone from the sup- 
ply depot can show that on the first 
item—bacon, packed six twelve pound 
cans to the case— the price per can 
to the consumer would be $4.33., The 
parcel post rate on 102 pounds (the 
total weight of the case) would be 
5 cents for the first pound and 1 cent 
for each additional pound, amounting 
to a total of $1.06. As there are six 
cans to the case the porportionate 
amount to be added to the cost of 
each can would be 18 cents.

Of the grand total of 315 lost in 
combat, thirty-four were sunk to keep 
‘them from falling into the hands of 
the enemy, and 141 are shown on the 
records merely as lost. In addition, 
seventy-four vessels were surrendered 


under the terms of the armistice, and 
108 more are to be delivered to the 
allies under the peace terms. 

In detail the battle losses show the 
destruction or capture of one battle- 
ship, seven big cruisers, seventeen 
small cruisers, forty-nine destroyers, 


torpedo boats, one special vessel and 
178 submarines,

MYSTERY TRIP TO

Danville, Aug. 13.—[Special.]— 
The term “hard boiled” has been ap- 
plied by officers to Mrs. Grace Whis- 
man and Mrs. Martha Holtz, in jail 
here on the charge of murdering the 
husband of Mrs. Whisman last Satur- 
day morning at the Holtz home.

Mrs. Whisman is said to have ad- 
mitted being in Chicago and register- 
ing at a hotel in that city under an 
assumed name, When Whisman re- 
turned July 28, and asked the where- 
abouts of his wife, he is said to have 
been told she was visiting in Gary, Ind. 
It is also said Mrs. Whisman was no- 
tified of her husband’s return and 
hurried home from Chicago.

THE FORD TRIAL. 

The jurors in the Ford case have been given tes- 
timony and arguments. The verdict is to be given, 
Comment by Tug Tripune at this time upon the 
trial and upon Henry Ford has favorable oppor- 
tunity. It can have no bearing upon the proced- 
ure of the cage, It is not influenced by a know!l- 
edge of the decision of the jury. 

Three years ago when Tug Trrsungz became em- 
phatic in its tion to the policies advanced by 
Henry Ford in his attempt to make himself a pub- 
lic factor in the nation we were convinced ‘hat 
these activities of his were detrimental to the 
country. 

They were dangerous to its safety. They were 
intended to weaken it, If they were not opposed 
they would de so. Tue TRIBUNE did oppose them, 
It attacked Mr. Ford's ideas and actions. 

The vigorous denunciation of his conduct was the 
origin of this lawsuit, the verdict in which is now 
awaited. Ford first sued THE TRIBUNE in the Fed- 
eral court in Cook county, as would be the cus- 
tomary practice in such a case. Later this suit 
was withdrawn and instituted in Detroit by joining 
a nominal co-defendant, a newspaper distributing 
company, for the reason, as expressed by Mr. 
Ford’s chief coynsel, that he wished to get THE 
TRIBUNE into “ Ferd’s back yard.” 

THe TRIBUNE appealed for a change of venue 
from this unfair jurisdiction, a motion vigorously 
fought by Mr. Ford’s attorneys, The court held 
that a fair trial could not be held in Detroit. After 

the judge had expressed his opinion of the unfair- 
ness of the jurisdiction, the Ford lawyers made a 
further and unustal effort to keep the trial-in De- 


igan through a special process. 

Nevertheless, the trial was transferred from 
Wayne county to the neighboring county of Ma- 
comb and has been in progress since early in May, 

By the process of Jaw there has been a revela- 
tion of Henry Ford which would have been im- 
possible otherwise. Mr. Ford brought THE TribB- 
UNE into court. Tae Tripung did not bring him 
in. Mr. Ford is responsible for what was revealed 
of him and his qualifications, his ideas and his acts. 

THE TRIBUNE could not have done this in any 
fashion. It was a public service which ought to 
have been done, but Mr. Ford himself had to fur- 
nish the opportunity and he did. We were unpre- 
pared for the revelations. Our opinion of Henry 
Yord was based upon an incomplete knowledge of 
the facts. 

We did not know that Ford's profit sharing 
scheme, which established formerly a $5 minimum 
wage, now $6, was a shrewd labor stabilizing de- 
vice which enabled the Ford shops to majntain 
their enormously profitable production. We did 
not know that the condition upon which the em- 
ployés obtained what the Ford men with moral 
unction called a share in the profits, but which 
was merely a stipulated wage with no relation to 


vision entirely un-American. 

We did not know that the Ford employé, under 
the $5 minimum wage, got $2.70 a day for his 
work and $2.30 a day more if he submitted himself 
and his family, in their home and habits, in their 


ably in their opinions, to the regulation of the Ford 
educational committee. 

We knew Ford was ignorant in the subject mat- 
ter in which he endeavored to instruct the people 
of this nation and upon which he endeavored to 
form their opinions, but we did not know he 
thought the revolutionary war wag fought in 1812 
and that Benedict Arnold was a writer. We knew 
he thought history was bunk and that he cared 
nothing for it as a guide to a nation’s actions, but 
no one could have known how little Mr. Ford did 


its mishaps, its mistakes, and its glories. 

We knew Mr. Ford was an internationalist, but 
we did not know, even having said that he would 
rull the American flag down, that he had an inter- 
national to take ths pleke of the 
American flag. 

We knew that he had said soldiers were mur-

We did not expect that the evidence of whether 
he could read would have to be left fo an employé 
who, after Mr. Ford had been dismissed from the 
witness stand, where he had refused to read, was

We did not know that he would be willing to 
shirk responsibility for some of his most inflamma. 
tory utterances and hide, in one case behind Jane 
Addams, in another behind a writer, whom he 


widely published statements with which he 
ed to weaken the nation and distort its intelt- 
gence, ‘but we did not know that he could be so 
reckless and misinformed as he was. 

We knew that he was doing war work and 
thought that he might have changed considerably 
in his ideas, but we did not know that war work 
was necessary to keep the Ford organization to- 
gether and that if war work had not been done the 
Ford shops would have suffered a great loss. 

We knew he had said he would not take profits

more than $60,000,000—but we did not know that 
it would take the Ford trial to suggest that. Ford 
ask for a government accounting and that in this 
accounting there should be much bickering over 
what was war profit and what was not. 
We knew that the Ford employés who went to 
the Mexican border had left families in hardship, 
but we did not know, until Taw Trisune attorneys 
developed the facts, how long a period of hardship 
there had been in some cases before the Ford 
agencies of relief, supposed to be permanent 
agencies automatically put in action, did anything. 
‘ We knew that the Ford publicity scheme was the 
most comprehensive and effective in the country 
and that it had made Ford one of the best known 
men in the world. We knew that this publicity 
scheme was used to affect public opinion. But we 
did not know that Ford would establish at Mount 
Clemens during the trial a news bureau offering 
t® every newspaper of the country, free, an ex- 
garte version of the testimony and the proceedings 
and carry this enterprise to such an extent that 
the American Newspaper association would gee fit 
to warn the newspapers of America against it. 
We knew that the Ford propaganda in its en- 
deavor to affect public opinion would use defama- 
tory statements. We knew that it had defamed 
patriotic men, calling them apostles of murder, 
tools of Wall street, profiteers, munition makers. 
We knew that it had defamed men who were try- 
ing to keep the young men of America from being 
sacrificed, as‘they later were, in the war into which 
we were being inevitably drawn and drawn unpre- 


We knew that, but we did not know that the 
statutes of Michigan would be violated by Ford 
representatives in order to damage the reputation 
of a woman witness whom they had tried to use 
for their own interests when this woman's testi- 
mony, given for the defendant, was adverse to the 
Ford case. 

There were many things about Henry Ford 
which we did not know and which the country did 
not know. They were revealed by Mr. Ford him- 
self, by Edsel Ford, by the Ford representatives-— 
eloquently by all—and the country is much better 
informed as to the Ford idea and the Ford spirit 
than it ever was and better than it ever could 
have been without this trial, ; 

The influence of Henry Ford in this country was 
great when all that was known of him was that 
he was very wealthy, very succe@ssful in making 
automobiles, and was liberal and benevolent. 

. If Mr. Ford had remained a private citizen, en- 
gaged in industry, there would not have been an 
issue between him and THE TRIBUNE. All THE 
TRIBUNE had printed of him was in praise. But 
Henry Ford, ill equipped for the work as we have 
seen, emerged from his privileged privacy and be- 
came a public man, uttering opinions dangerous 
to the nation’s security, opposing the wise efforts 
of the administration to get ready for dangers 
which the administration knew had to be faced. 
The American people have accepted success in 
any one line of endeavor as proof of general in- 
telligence. That has been proof of qualities of 
leadership, of comprehending wisdom, especially 
when the successful man has a public reputation 
for benevolence and good will to the people. 

That was the case with Mr. Ford when he en- 
tered public life as a propagandist. For the good 
of the country he had to be fought, and THE 
TRIBUNE fought his ideas and acts. 

Probably THe TRIBUNE, by making the revela- 
tiong of Mr. Ford necessary in the trial which he 
imposed upon himself, has done a service to the 
nation. It has exposed, we believe, to the satis- 
faction of rational people the danger of accepting 
the dogmas and theories of a man of great wealth 
and reputation without inquiring as to his quali- 
fications to talk and advise. 

THE TRIBUNE editorial, which was the basis of 
the suit, end other editorials did not keep Mr. 
Ford from winning Michigan’s vote for president 
in the presidential primaries. They did not keep 
him from nearly winning one of Michigan’s seats 
in the United States senate. 

But this trial may keep him, and other men of 
great wealth, bad national ideas and no knowledge, 
from imposing upon the public credulity and dis- 
torting the public intelligence, 

If that has been done the trial did considerable 
good for the nation. <- 


THE GRAND JURY AND THE RIOTS. 
The grand jury has done well in its efforts to 
bring to justice the guilty persons concerned in the 
south side race’riots. The investigation was prompt 
and there was no unnecessary delay in returning 
indictments. Thus far at least Chicago has demon- 
strated that it does not intend to condone lawiess- 
ness under whatever cause it is committed.

There have been suggestiong as to an investiga- 
tion by various commissions, and some of these | 
suggestions may have merit; but the logical agency | 
just now to undertake this work is the grand jury. | 

The grand jury has already familiarized itself 
with some of the fundamental factors in the race 
situation, and it is in a position to develop under. 
oath the whole truth. It is, moreover, free from 
political imputationg, or at least from imputations 
of a character that might easily be directed agaihst 
a commission appointed by some officia] of the city 
or state. 
We believe the grand jury would have the cour- 
age to report the truth as found. It would not be 
deterred, we think, by political considerations from 
reporting the fact, if it was discovered to be a fact, 
that political exploitation of the Negro hag played 
a part in creating racial antagonism. We want 
first to get at the facts; later we can take up the 
question of remedies. By continuing its ‘investiga- 
tion the grand jury has an opportunity to do the 
city @ great service, and we hope the grand jurors 
wil] not fall to take advantage of it.

THE SOUTH SIDE. 

Chicago, Aug. 12.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—The people of the south side of 
Chicago need to have a plain talk di- 
rected exclusively to them. It needs to 
come from one who lives among them 
and knows the facts and who believes in 
the vast undeveloped future of that sec- 
tion of the city. The majority of thought- 
ful, contented residents may not need 
admonishing, but others do. To these I 
should like to say: 

It is absurd to talk about the intru- 
sion of a few thousand Negroes upon so 
extensive a community with such obvi- 
ous advantages unfavorably affecting 
the south side. People with small town 
experiences and unfamiliar with cosmo- 
politan characteristics of great modern 
cities may feel strange amidst the racial 
varieties that ase all over Chicago in 
spots. But peorée who know what mod- 
ern cities are and how they grow and 
how populations segregate in limited 
areas see nothing to disturb them in 
this phasé of city life. If Chicago ts to 
be built up by people coming in to co- 
operate with us, this is the only way it 
will be done. Thegimmense stretches of 
the south side from the lake to western 


playgrounds in the world, provide ample 
living space for everybody that will come 
this way bringing a good character and 
some credit. 

Certain south side property owners

A constructive step toward the re- 
habilitation of districts devastated dur- 
ing the war is being taken by a party 
of Belgians who arrived in Chicago 
yesterday.

The New York club also obtained an 
order from Justice Lydon for a hear- 
ing before George J. Gillespie as a ref- 
eree appointed by the court for exam- 
ination before the trial. This order 
was obtained to enable the owners of 
the New York club to examine Presi- 
dent Johnson upon the circumstances 
surrounding his purported suspension 
of Carl Mays, with particular reference 
to the absence of any notice of such

Corn Meal Loaf. 


One of the old fashioned semi-meat 
dishes is called scrapple, mush loaf, 
and a number of other things, and no 
two cooks have quite agreed as to how 
to make it. It is economical, easy to 
make, quite highly paltable, and if 
served nicely is not so common a dish 
as we have usually considered it. Its 
culinary status can be raised a good 
many degrees if we make it with care, 
and perhaps imagination. — 
. The plain loaf is simply a cornmeal 
mush mixed with shredded or chopped 
meat. With one 20 cent soup bone it 
is possible to make a loaf 9x5x2 inches. 
The meat put through a food chopper 
is added to the meat stock, about 
a quart, and the cornmeal—almost two 
cups—stirred into this and cooked like 
any mush. It is then packed into a 
bread tin which has been rinsed out 
with cold water to become firm. 

When ready to use turn out, cut 
in slices, and fry. It may be served 
with a sauce or a relish. Seasonings 
of both salt and pepper are usually 
added, or chopped red or green sweet 
peppers may be added with a bit of 
cayenne to bring it up In hotness to a 
tamale. The meat and broth may be 
seasoned with vegetables or herbs. 

It is better to begin making the plain 
loaf and from that work up. The origi- 
nal scrapple was undoubtedly of pork 
and the parts of the pig which jelly. 
The cornmeal simply extended and 
helped to bind it, and some flour was 
often used. With sufficient cooking no 
flour is needed. An old recipe for “ pork 
scrapple” reads: 

“Clean thoroughly and bofl two split 
hogs’ heads, hocks, and feet; boil until 
the meat leaves the bones; as the meat

William Mason, landlord of 171 apart- 
ments, told the council rent committee 
yesterday that @nstead of being the 
“worst rent profiteer in Chicago,” as 
his tenants have ealled him, he is “a 
benefactor of Chicago” and “a pioneer 
in its development.” 

The committee, composed of Ald. 
Fisher, Lynch, and Link, had met to 
devise some means of curbing prof- 
iteering among landlords. r 
Mr. Mason had some hard words for 
tenants. At one point he declared 85. 
per cent of the population of Chicago 
are renters and in the next breath said 
renters as a class are not good citizens. 

Excepts “Present Company.” 

“What? Not good citizess? Re- 
member, there are members of this 
committee who are renters,” said Ald. 
Fisher. 
“ Well, I've found by experience the 
average renter is not a good citizen,” 
declared Mason, who lives at 303% 
Birthwood avenue, and has raised 
rents from $38 to $60 a month. “A 
renter doesn’t care a rap for his sig- 
nature. He breaks his leases when- 
ever he feels like it. He simply spoils 
a good sheet of paper by signing his 
name to a lease. 

“ However, I'll ex present com- 
pany and change my statement." I'l! 
say they are not as good citizens as 
property owners are.” 

He asserted he has lost $53,000 in 
the operation of his flats since Jan. 1, 
1917, and presented figures which he 
said proved it. He admitted raising 
rents 100 per cent in some cases. 


Says He's Benefactor. 


“I went out into the Birchwood ter. 
ritory three years ago when it was a” 
swamp,” he declared. “I changed tha: 
mud pile into a city of 1,000 souls. I 
paid for sidewalks, sewers, and other 
improvements, and lost money hand 
over fist. Now I'm just breaking even 
on the new rents. I should be called 
a pioneer and a benefactor of Chicago." 

“Do you think renters should be 
made to pay for your poor business 
judgment?” asked Ald. Fisher. * It 
wasn't the tenants’ fault that you built
